During his vice- 
royalty the late Lord Lawrence suggested to the Panjéb 
Government the advisability of elevating a native to the bench 
of the Chief Court, but the Panjab Government replied that 
there was no native in the province fit for the office, Again 
his lordship recommended that, if no qualified Panjabi could 
be found, the services of a competent native of another pro- 
vince might be utilized. To this the Local Government 
replied that the Panjabis had no sympathy with natives of 
other provinces. The Raftg thinks that these objections might 
have applied to the time when they were made, but that they 
do not at all hold good at present. The natives of one pro- 
vince have now full sympathy with those of another province, 
asisevident from the satisfaction expressed in all parts of 
the country at the appointment of Baba Romesh Chandra 
Mitter as the Officiating Chief Justice in the Calcutta 
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High Court and that of Mr. Mahmud as a Puisne Judge in 
the Allahabad High Court. It will be remembered that 
Bengflis highly approved of the elovation of Pandit Sham- 
bhu N&th, who was a Kashmiri Brahmin, to the Calcutta 
High Court. Similarly, if a Beng&li were made a Judge in the 
Lahore Chief Court, Panjabis would not object to the appoint- 
ment, But at present in the Panjab itself properly qualified 
men can be found without difficulty. The Rafég is of opinion 
that Sardar Muhammad Haiyét Khan, C.8.L, Diwan Rém 
Nath, and Pandit Moti Lal among the native judicial officers, 
Babu Pratul Chandra Chatarji, Babu Kali Prasan Rae, and 
Pandit Ram Nar&yan among the native pleaders, and Pandit 
Suraj Bal, Barrister-at-law, are fally competent to hold the 
office in question. Although Babu Pratul Chandra and Babu 
K4li Prasan are Bengalis, they have become Panjabis to all 
intents and purposes, owing to their long residence in the pro- 
vince. As Mr. Justice Smyth goes on leave on 1st August, 
Sir Charles Aitchison should, avail himself of the opportunity 
to recommend the appointment of a native as his successor. 


The Bhdrat Jiwan (Benares), of the 20th July, referring 


Copyright Bill, to the Copyright Bill, observes that 
had such protection of newspaper tele- 

grams been necessary to encourage private enterprise in jour- 
nalism, it would have been conceded to the English press 
long ago. The Jiwan thinks that a proposal to introduce 
the measure into England would have evoked aniversal indig- 
nation there. Government should assist the native press, 
which labours under many disadvantages, and not throw new 
obstacles in its way. Moreover, as. the prohibition of the 
republication of a telegram by one newspaper from another 
will extend only to 24 hours, even those newspapers whose 
interests the measure is intended to protect, will not. bene- 
fit by it. Hence the proposed law will be worse than useless. 
If Anglo-Indian newspapers imagine that the Bill will tend 
to increase the number of their subscribers, they are mistaken. 
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Natives will continue to patronize the native publications 
which advocate their interests. : 


The Reformer (Lahore), of the 18th July, argues that the 
° opposition of the native press to the Copy- 
raha right Bill is unreasonable. Native pub- 
lications are not justified in regarding the measure as a blow 
aimed at them by the Anglo-Indian press, for they will 
not be at all affected by it in practice. On the contrary, its 
operation will be confined to Anglo-Indian newspapers them- 
selves. Moreover, it should be observed that when one news- 
paper obtains a telegram at:a great cost, it should be allowed 
to benefit by it asa matter of justice. The Heformer is of 
opinion that not only should telegrams be protected in the 
way proposed, but that one newspaper should be also prohi- 
bited from republishing any article from another journal 
without acknowledgment. The Lawrence Gazette of Meerut 
and some other newspapers are accustomed silently to copy 


articles from the Reformer and other journals in their edi- 
torial columns.

Failures of justice in SUbject of the administration of jus- 
mixed cases. tice between Kuropeans and natives is 
avery importantone. Lord Lytton’s Indian administration 
may have been marked by other faults, but it must be said 
to his credit that he was very anxious that the courts of 
Justice should not allow themselves. to be influenced by any 
race feeling in dispensing justice. The rebuke which was so 
justly administered by him to the Allahabad High Court in 
the Fuller case is well known. During Lord Ripon’s viceroy- 
alty the subject of the rights and privileges of natives was 
Very hotly discussed. His lordship reaffirmed the Royal Pro- 
clamation of 1858, which is. looked upon by natives as their 
Magna Charta, and passed the so-called Ilbert Act by which 
some native civilians were empowered to try European cri- 
minals, But it is to be regretted that the Act, far from lead- 


ing to an improvement in the decision of mixed cases, has 
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made matters worse. The frequent miscarriages of justice 
in such cases cannot but bring British justice into disrepute 
with the people. In order to remedy: the evil it ig necessary 
that the Supreme Government shoald exercise a check over 
the proceedings of the courts'of justice in cages in which 
Buropeans are charged with causing or attempting to cause 
the death of natives. The Loeal Governments should be 
ordered to forward the records of all sach cases to the 
Supreme Government with their opinions. If the Supreme 
Government finds that there has been a failure of justice in 
any case, it should not content. itself with a mere expression 
of regret at the circumstance, but shoald reverse or modify the 
judgment of the court that tried the case.

Every 
honour is due to Captain Hearsey, who espoused the cause of 
poor natives. The Chief Justice is deserving of high praise 
for not sacrificing justice on the altar of race feeling. The 
Hindustdnt would advise the three Thakurs of Dehra Din who 
were abused by Mr. Laidman, to sue him for damages.

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local complaints :—First, theft is prevalent, and this is chiefly 
due to the insufficiency of the police force. Each constable 
watches over a large area at night and takes about two hours 
to go over his ward once. This is ample time for a gang of 
thieves to break a house. Moreover, it is difficult for one 
constable to encounter eight or ten thieves. The strength 
of the police force for purposes of watch and ward should 
increased, and the pay of constables raised from Rs. 5 
to Rs. 7, in order that they may have little temptation to 
connive at theft. Police officials who catch thieves should 
be liberally rewarded. (In its local news column the Soma- 
char quotes five cases of theft, which are reported to have 
lately occurred at Allahabad). Secondly, shoe-makers’ shops, 
and those for the sale of lime, tobacco, coal, fire-wood, 
&e., are situated at very objectionable places in some streets, 
and cause great inconvenience to respectable persons liv- 
ing in the neighbourhood. All such shops should be removed 
to out-of-the-way places. Thirdly, dancing girls and pros- 
titutes should be expelled from all the principal streets 
and required to live together in. a corner of the town. 
Fourthly, Hindus should be prohibited from indulging in 
obscene songs during the Holi, and Musalmans from letting 
off fire-works during the Shab-i-bardt in streets and thorough- 
fares. “any porsons are killed every year by the letting 
off of fire-works. Fifthly, the city should be placed in the - 
charge of a competent native Magistrate, so that all classes 


of the community might have free access to him and explain 
to him their grievances,
